DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1. Applicant's claim for the benefit of a prior-filed application under 35 U.S.C. 119(e) or 
under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121, or 365(c) is acknowledged. Applicant has not complied with one or 
more conditions for receiving the benefit of an earlier filing date under 35 U.S.C. [1] as follows: 

The later-filed application must be an application for a patent for an invention which is 
also disclosed in the prior application (the parent or original nonprovisional application or 
provisional application). The disclosure of the invention in the parent application and in the later- 
filed application must be sufficient to comply with the requirements of the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112. See Transco Products, Inc. v. Performance Contracting, Inc., 38 F.3d 551, 32 
USPQ2d 1077 (Fed. Cir. 1994). 

The disclosure of the prior-filed application, Application No. 10/309850, fails to provide 
adequate support or enablement in the manner provided by the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112 
for one or more claims of this application. 

The prior art application does not provide support for claimed subject matter such as: 
determining a phase transition pressure in retrograde condensate, producing an OBM 
contamination value, producing a time-series fluorescence value; moving fluid through a phase 
segregator; or validating a single- or multi- phase flow. 

2. It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Application No. 10/309,850, filed 3 December 2002. A reference to the prior application must

Regarding independent claims 1, 22, 23, 25, 27, 29, 30, 32 and 34, while downhole 
fluorescence analysis of oil and other organic products are generally known in the art (see for 
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example Mullins et al - US 2004/0000636 Ai; Fujisawa et al - US 2004/0000400 Al; Difoggio 
et al - US 2003/0193662; Mullins et al - US 2002/0139929; and Alfano et al - US 5,656,8 10), 
such prior art does not suggest the methods of: determining a phase transition pressure of 
downhole retrograde condensate (independent claims 1 and 34); detecting a phase transition or 
multi-phase flow in a flow of downhole retrograde condensate (independent claim 22 and 29); 
establishing or validating single- or multi-phase flow of downhole retrograde condensate 
(independent claims 23, 25, 27) or setting a pressure in a cell at a transition boundary in a single- 
or multi-phase flow of downhole retrograde condensate (independent claims 30 and 32 ); in the 
manner as specifically claimed.
